There may be no stealing of bases, 
‘a base runner not being allowed to| 
leave his base while the pitcher holds) 
the ball. 

The batsman, in overrunning first 
‘bees may turn either to right or! 

eft. 

Base runners for second, third, and 
.home bases are not out if they over- 
run the base, as in the outdoor game, 
provided, however, that they carry 
the base with them. 

The batsman may run on_ three 
~strikes unless the third strike is 
caught by. catcher. 

A referee shall be appointed)!

TAKE OVER CLUB ROOMS AND 
BUY CLUB FURNISHINGS. 


The first get-to-gether meeting of 
the Grayling Board of Trade. to con- 
vene this season was held last Tues: 
day night in the rooms of the Gfay- 
Hing Social club. At this time the 
matter of taking over the club rooms 
and purchasing of the property of 
the stockholders of the Grayling So- 
cial club was taken up and discussed. 

Rasmus Hanson as president of the 
Salling Hanson company offered the 
use of the rooms to the Board of 
Trade free of cost. upon condition 
that they were kept in a clean and 
orderly condition. 

A letter signed by Esbern Hanson, 
Marius Hanson and Geo.

that he remained to the end of hig 
term one of the most misunderstood, 
most underestimated presidents, the 
Republican leaders hating him as an 
apostate and the Democrats despis- 
ing him as a fraud. 

He selected one of the most dis- 
tinguished cabinets in history. But 
he did it without consulting party 
leaders or considering the claims of 
factions, and the offended senate 
threatened and muttered for nearly 
a week before it confirmed the nomt- 
{ nations. To the disgust of “practical 
i politicians” he “threw away” a high- 
‘class foreign mission on a man Iike 
James Russel! Lowell, “a dashed lit- 
 erary feller,” as Senator Cameron 
; said, and he enraged Roscoe Conk- 
{Ung by flinging the political machine 
| of the imperious senator out of the 
| federal offices in New York clty. He 
j Would also have made a start toward 
| the removal of the civil service from 
‘polities and spoils-mongering had not 
1 both parties combined in congress to 
‘thwart his every effort in that direc 
tion, 
' Hayes’ boldest challenge to the 
Republican politicians was his aban- 
:donment of their 12-year struggle to 
+ reconstruct the Southern states from 


| Washington. Ever since congress 
“had seized from Lincoln's lifeless 
‘hand the control of reconstruction, 


, the entire proceeding had been a 
tragic failure. 

' Hayes came to the presidency tn 
_the depths of an industrial prostra- 
{tion when wandering bands of 
tramps thronged the highways of the 
lend, and: soon the first great ratiway 
strike paralyzed transportation Dbe- 
tween the Atlantic and the Missis- 
sippi. In response to the popular cry 
for “more money" both parties in 
congress were for repealing or modi- 
fying the resumption act und for tn- 
| flating the currency with greenbacks 
on silver co{mage. The president 
\ firmly resisted such a surrender, Had 
not his veto of the silver bil been 
overridden he would have saved the 
country from taking the first step an 
the road that led it to the brink of 
free silver in 1896. 

All this Independence cost Hayes 
the support of the political time serv- 
ers and the applause of the partisan 
These united in denouncing 
und ridiculing him as a renegade in 
politics and as a sniveling hypocrite 
in private life. 

The White House “went dry" for 
the first time under the Hayes’, and 
the president was held up to con-

tempt as a man too stingy to stand 
treat and too weak to resist a doml- 
neering wife. 

Hayes found the North and Bcuth 
divided and he left them more nearly 
reunited than they had been in a 
generatton. He found the national 
currency paper and he left it gold 
and ailver. He found the prosperity 
of the country at dead low tide and 
he left It at high tide. 

Jt fell to Hayes to ring down the 
curtain on the epoch of the Civil 
war and to usher in another epoch. 
The voices of the past cried out 
against him, but in his complete re- 
tirement fm politics he lived to hear 
the voices of the new time give a 
more fnvoralve and o more just ver 
dict on his administration,

STATE OPPOSES FEDERAL LEGIS- 
LATION FIXING PASSENGER 
AND FREIGHT RATES. 


CLAIM STATE RIGHTS NULLIFIED 


Rallroads Contend That United States 
Control During War Changed Ap- 
plication of Stato Laws. 


Detroit——First hearing on the pro- 
posal to allow railroads to charge the 
interetate passenger rate of three and 
six-tenths cents a mile for interstate 
travel in Michigan was opened by the 
Interstate Commerce commission 
Sept, 27th in the Federal building. 
Robert. W. Woolen, member of the 
commission, presided, 

Strenuous efforts will be made hy 
the Michigan Publio Utilities commis- 
sion and the attorney general to pre- 
vent the granting of the proposed tn- 
crease, On the result of the case 
hinges the right of the state to con- 
trol and regulate rates for travel in 
its own borders, 

Rrevious to the war legislation per- 
taining to intrastate travel was left 
to individual states, the , Interstate 
Commerce commission dealing with 
interstate travel only. Then the rail- 
roads were taken over by the govern- 
ment and, it is contended by the car 
riers, this automatically nullified all 
state laws and left the federal com. 
mission in control. On this conten- 
tion they are basing thelr demand for 
the higher rate. 

Michigan representatives hold that 
this condition is not so, and that if it 
was the entire structure of state 
rights would be nullified. They fur- 
ther assert that local conditions in 
Michigan differ from the country: 
wide conditions upon which the ted- 
eral commission allowed the recent 
20 per cent increase to the roads, 

Legal authorities also say that 
Michigan is in a particularly favor- 
able situation to combat the raflroads. 
inasmuch ss the state legislature 
passed a law regulating intrastate 
carrier rntes after the roads had been 
acquired by the government, This in 
itself, it is asserted meets the argu- 
ment that previous laws are invalid 
and therefore the federal commission 
ig supreme. 


CHEAPER BREAD BOARD'S AIM 


Co-Operative Sales System For Wheat 
{s Planned. : 


Lansing.—Cheaper bread in the 
cities and more money for the pro- 
ducers of wheat are the results sought 
by 17 agricultural economists, who 
have set themselves the task of de- 
vising new methods of marketing the 
grain crop of the country, according 
to officials of the Michigan State 
Farm Bureau. 

The committee was selected by the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
and is representative of all farm or- 
ganizations of the grain producing 
regions of the country, the agricul- 
tural press, agricultural colleges and 
the public. C. A. Bingham. secretary 
of the Michigan State Farm Bureau, 
is one of the four representatives of 
the farm bureaus of the country on 
the committee. 

According to the bureau's an- 
nouncement, speculation on grain ex- 
changes of the country has brought 
about the high bread prices and the 
comparatively low price paid the 
farmer for his wheat, It is to elimin- 
ate speculation and substitute a farm- 
er’s co-operative sales system that 
the committee was formed. It is too 
late for this year’s crop to be hand- 
led by any such system, it is said, but 
it 1s hoped that by 1922 a new sys- 
tem may be made effective. 


WILL FIGHT IN SHIPPING WAR 


U. 8 Plans Checkmate For Acts of 
Britaln and Japan, 


Washingeton.—Heports of the ship- 
ping war which Great Britain and 
Japan are planning to wage against 
the United States because of the 
Jones law is only making officials 
here determined to build up a greater 
merchant marine. 

The United States is now prepar- 
ing to meet the first step in this war 
on the Pacific coast.

of Efficiency 


The Ayrshire breed orleinated fn 


the county of Ayr, dn southwestern 
Seotland, In that region, whieh bor- 
ders on the Irish sea, the surface ts 


rotting and has inueh rough woodland, 
Pastures, therefore, are somewbat 
sparse and it is neeessary fer animalg 
to graze Jarge ureas in order to ob- 
taln sufficient feed 


It is only within the fast hundred 
years that Ayrshires have had a type 
well enough established to be entitled 
to the designation of breed. No exuct 
account of the different infusions of 
blood of other breeds into the native 
Scoteh eattle to form the Ayrshire 
breed fs at hand.
